peans skinned a city block. 
The 
finest cut glasB is all of American 
make. 
Imported cut glass 
is 
bought only for its cheapness in 
price. 
We have some of it in 
stock, but it is that cheaper look 
ing stuff over t here. 
“ We refer to our ‘genuine im­ 
ported’ Chinas, but in speaking of 
cut glass, we say ‘genuine Ameri­ 
can’ goods. 
“ We have hand painted Orien­ 
tal Chinas here,” continued 
Mr. 
Ettle, 
“ that have never 
been 
opened since they were packed by 
the artists and collectors in Eastern 
Europe and in Asia.

lish finally determined to exterm inate 
them and for this purpo-e pursued 
them barbarously w ith bloodhounds. 
Hemmed In on every side and hunted 
down, they were compelled to subm it, 
and only OOO escape,I, who were tran s­ 
port,m! to th,- bleak shores of N ora Sco­ 
tia, where they perished miserably. 


T h e S u n d a y S to n e . 
The “Sunday stone" of the Oxford 
museum was taken from a colliery 
drain and is a perfect calendar of Sun­ 
days aud holidays. 
It is composed of 
carbonate of lime. 
When miners were 
at work, the w ater running through 
the drain left a black deposit colored 
by coal dust. At other times the w ater 
ran clear, leaving the stone deposit 
white. 
In course of time these black 
and w hite layers formed a stone of 
considerable thickness, which consti­ 
tutes a very complete calendar.

day of work has as its record a black 
streak, follow,si by a white streak, 
which m a r k s the h o u rs of rest at night.
